remember it Wally was Mon­ 
goloid; a stubby, homely fellow 
with an intellectual capacity 
wedged somewhere between 
slight and faint. I did not know 
his age, nor for that matter 
much else of his private person 
save the observation he was a 
desolate creature. 1 was a 
schoolboy in Everett, Wash.; 
Wally was the slack jawed 
shadow, forever in need of a 
bath, who for want of purpose 
attached himself to my crowd. 
He was never formally ac­ 
cepted as a companion, unders­ 
tand. 
He 
was 
just 
there, 
desperately hanging about, a 
nuisance not easily dismissed! 
In some ways he had a useful­ 
ness, I suppose, to go buy the 
hamburgers 
for 
instance, 
therefore my bunch tolerated 
him in the spirit of resignation, 
as a macabre inevitability. 
Macabre? This was Wally’s 
singular fascination, rooted as 
much in his appearance as in 
his difference. His eyes were 
sunken and dark, his hair 
unbrushed, his teeth too. He 
wore a heavy pea jacket, and 
strapped overalls. In a cruel 
way, this was a part of his use to 
my friends and I, the worse 
among us being not nearly so 
ugly. I recall when the girls in 
our gang set out to prove 
something among themselves, 
one of them occasionally was 
dispatched on a dare to kiss 
Wally, a ‘deplorable duty done 
with much public demonstra­ 
tion and yet I suspect with 
Freudian 
impressions 
that 
served the need in us all. 
Wally did not attend our 
school, nor perhaps any school, 
there being at the time little 
public understanding of, or 
compassion for, the retarded. 
Each recess he was there, 
however, each noon hour and 
each assembly. For a time he 
even came to the dances, wear­ 
ing his tennis shoes, but gave 
this up in confusion after being 
refused entry on one occasion by 
a chaperone who said he’d been 
drinking wine. The accusation 


was a ruse, unfortunately. If the 
children of my town had reser­ 
vations about Wally, the adults 
had outright subjectivity. 
Only one tinfce do I remember 
him alienated by forces against 
him, 
during 
a 
Christmas, 
shortly before the school vaca­ 
tion. Wally showed up with a 
sprig of evergreen on his jacket, 
and with a large Christmas card 
in his hands. Without being 
asked, he opened the card for 
everyone he met, explaining 
that he’d received it in the mail, 
pointing out its quiet beauty and 
reverence of thought. But as he 
often did when sensing he could 
add input to the activity, he 
stretched a small matter into 
irritating 
proportions. 
He 
pushed too hard, he became a 
pest. He thus had to be, 
deserved to be, reproached. 
One of the girls did it. 
Gathering a crowd, she called 
Wally over and asked for his 
card. 
He gladly 
complied, 
explaining again that he’d just 
gotten it through the mail, and 
running his fingers over the 
colors. She held it up, giggling 
what we all knew but wouldn’t 
say, that the card was the same 
one Wally had carried around 
the previous Christmas, and the 
one before that, and going back 
God knows how many years. He 
had bought it himself, no doubt, 
and given it to himself, but told 
the world it was the gift of a 
friend. 
There was nervous laughter. 
Wally began to sob. For a 
moment I thought he might 
strike out, there were in fact 
those of us who wished he would 
have struck out. But he just 
wept, quieUy, turning his face. 
After a time the crowd, now 
uncomfortable, wandered away. 
So did Wally, not to return until 
after the holidays, and then not 
so frequently as before perhaps, 
though as ever he had but little 
choice. 
He died some years later, I’m 
told, in an accident occurring 
close to another Christmas, with 
no one even then paying much 
notice. 


Library Safe 


Temporarily 


WASHINGTON - Thank you, 
book-lovers and library-users. 
The new Library of Congress 
annex has been saved — at least 
temporarily — because ou­ 
traged citizens objected to their 
Congressmen putting personal 
comfort ahead of the public 
interest. 
It worked. It really worked. 
The political system, of which 
most of us despair most of the 
time, functioned astonishingly 
well to prevent the House of 
Representatives from taking 
over the unfinished library, 
named for President James 
Madison, to expand their own 
office space. 
I am delighted that I was 
wrong last month when 
I 
gloomily wrote that the library 
was doomed because thoughtful 
people, concerned about books 
and the preservation of our 
heritage, were no match for 
politicians out to protect their 
own self-interest. 
It turns out that library sup­ 
porters across the country 
mobilized in the past month to 
protest to their Congressmen in 
such numbers and with such 
effectiveness that sentiment in 
the House for the greedy grab 
suddenly evaporated. Part of 
the 
public 
reaction 
was 
generated by editorial writers 
and columnists like myself who 
felt 
it 
more 
important 
to 
adequately house and preserve 
the books in our national library 
than to present the bloated 
congressional staffs with fancy 
quarters. Part of it stemmed 
from a disclosure by the chair­ 
man of the construction com­ 
pany, which submitted the low 
bid on a contract to complete the 
building as a library, that it 
would cost/ the taxpayers $55 
nnllion to convert the structure 
into office space. 
But much of the credit should 
go to Daniel Boorstin, the new 
Librarian of Congress. When he 
was sworn into office in early 
November, Boorstin observed 
that the overcrowded library 
“urgently” needed the uew an­ 


nex. Speaker Carl Albert, who 
was spearheading the takeover 
attempt, stood silently and poli­ 
tely at his side. 
Library officials considered 
Boorstin’s public remark a 
courageous move, considering 
the library’s awkward position 
as a creature of Congress, sup­ 
posed to be totally non-political. 
But that was just the beginning. 
Boorstin mounted a lobbying 
campaign, contacting everyone 
he knew who had ever read a 
book and generating hundreds 
of letters to Congressmen from 
all over the country. 
When Boorstin was selected 
for the library post, he was op­ 
posed by some some who felt 
that as a historian he had to lit­ 
tle administrative experience 
and would spencj more time and 
energy on intellectual pursuits 
than attending to library needs. 
But he has proved the merit of 
appointing an honest and in­ 
telligent person to a responsible 
job, 
even 
when 
specific 
qualifications 
may 
not 
be 
precisely on point. 
The House plan to convert the 
$90 million Madison Library in­ 
to offices has been shelved, and 
House leaders are now nego­ 
tiating with Boorstin for a rela­ 
tively small portion of the 
building for research facilities. 
But the library will not be really 
safe until its 250 miles of shelves 
for books are filled with the 
millions of volumes which now 
are piled, uncatalogued, in 
library corridors. The annex is 
not scheduled to be completed 
for three years.

to enjoy Us highly publicized success,,another state-sanctioned 
game is attracting more people every year. 


Bingo — that old standby of the Catholic Church — has found 


wide appeal since it was legalized by the people at fthe polls in 
•November 1972 State officials report a steady increase in both 
licenses and people playing the game at churches, civic groups 


• and veterans organizations. 


The Lottery Bureau — which also oversees the bingo operation 


,— says that some 232,000 pedple a week are paying out $72 million 
a year to buy bingo cards — more than half the money spent on the 


lottery itself 


The state is granting some 3,100 licenses each year, and the 


most used type of license has jumped from 1,475 in the first year 
to i]95fl this year 


The stakes are not^as high as in the lottery'— the state has a $500 


• limit on a single prize — but'many people are playing bingo four 
and five nights a week, the state reports 


"Before, it was a game for old ladies," said Charles Dean, 


deputy director for bingo in the lottery bureaij "No longer We 
have youpg people out now " 


Of the $6 million spent on bingo every month, $4 milion goes out 


in prizes and $2 million goes to profits of the sponsoring groups. 


The state, which issues four types of licenses to .organizations, 
does not profit but only receives license fees. 


Although 'the Catholic church is still the largest user among 


churches, Dean says, "your veterans groups, your -fraternal 
groups are quite strong into bingo It's a good way to raise 
money ..-.for the-players it's probably their cheapest entertain- 
ment." 


Generally, Dean says, bingo players pay a one-dollar admission 


lee and lecoive one to four cards to play. Additional cards'can be 
purchased, and the cards are good for about 12-15 games of five 
minutes each. 
' 


Of the 3,100 licenses issued each year, Dean'says, about 1,990 are 


the $100 license entitling the sponsor to one night of bingo a week. 


Other licenses are for 12 times a year, one day only, and seven 
consecutive days. 


Michigan is the most liberal of the 19 states with legalized bingo 


in the size'of prizes that can be offered, Dean said. He added that 
players "are very conscious of the Michigan rules," and help state 
inspectors monitor the games. 
•Nor is bingo just a smalltown game, said Dean. 
"It's everywhere, really. It's very popular in the Upper Penin- 


sula Many public schools are getting into it — band boosters, what 
have you. Many volunteer fire departments are into it, many using 
proceeds to train new firemen." 


Braille bingo games are run for the blind, while lighted boards 


allow the deaf to play, he added.

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Bingo Is No Longer Just For ^Old Ladies’

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — While the Michigan Lotler>’ continues 
to enjoy its highly publicized success, another state-sanctioned 
game is attracting more people every year. 
Bingo — that old standby of the Catholic Church ~ has found 
wide appeal since it was legalized by the people at ,the ix)lls in 
Novernbor 1972. State officials report a steady increase in both 
licenses and i>eople playing the game at churches, civic groups 
and \eterans organizations. 
The b>ttery Bureau — which also oversees the bingo operation 
— says that some 232,0(H) people a week are paying out $72 million 
a year to buy bing«» cards — more than half the money spent on the 


lottery itself. 
The state is granting some 3,100 licenses each year, and the 
nM)St used type of license has jumped from 1,475 in the first year 
to 1,950 this year. 


The stakes are not as high as in the lottery — the state has a $500 
limit on a single prize — but many people are playing bingo four 
and five nights a week, the state reports. 


“ Before, it was a gam e for old ladies,” said Charles Dean, 
deputy director for bingo in the lottery bureau. “ No longer. VVe 
have young people out now.” 
Of the 
million spent on bingo every month, $4 milion goes out 
in prizes and $2 million goes to profits of the spi>nsoring groups. 


The stale, which issues four types of licenses to organizations, 
d(»es not profit but only rweives license fees. 
Although the Catholic church is still the largest user among 
churches.

Other licenses are for 12 times a year, one day only, and seven 
constHiutive days. 
Michigan is the most liberal of the 19 states with legalized bingo 
in the size of prizes that can be offered. Dean said. He added that 
irfayers “ are very conscious of the Michigan rules,” and help state 
inspectors monitor the games.

Nor is bingo just a smalltown game, said Dean. 
“ It’s everywhere, really. It’s very popular in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. Many public schools are getting into it — band lx>osters, what 
have you. Many volunteer fire departments are into it, many using 
proceeds to train new firemen.”

IT politics makes for strange 


bedfellows, 
it 
sometimes 


produces even stranger offspr- 
ing. In recent years there has 
developed a strange new breed 
of political animal — conserva- 
tive liberals who say they are 
for social progress but against 
big government, who are sensi- 
tive to the plight of the poor, but 
propose cutbacks in social 
programs. 


We saw a similar animal in 


the past, the "liberal cwiserva- 
livcs," who said he was liberal 
on civil rights but conservative 
on social spending. Bat whereas 
the liberal conservative wag 
trying to protect himsself poli- 
tically from the charge that he 
was for injustice, the conserva- 
tive liberals have adopted al- 
most complexly the conserva- 
tive attack on liberal reforms. 


There is an undeniably fad- 


dish character about the con- 
servative liberals, but as usual 
fads and fashions are the result 
of deeper phenomena. It has 
been a characteristic of Iterate 
In the United States that they 
arc almost addicted to anything 
that has the word "new" in it. 


The conservative liberal ten- 


dency has dangerous implica- 
tions tor black Americans. The 
conservative liberate have even 
gone beyond the conservative 
slogan that throwing money at 
problems doesn't solve them; 
the conservative liberal res- 
ponse te'that NOT throwing 
money at problems will solve 
them, which to nonsense. They 
talk about the need to go beyond 
the New Deal, but they are ac- 
tually-abandoning those goals 
by proposing that they be 
indefinitely pwtponeC Their 
bird-call is "llberaiiMa has 
failed."
